We 
feel more could be ace 
complished by educating 
our bua drivers, Uian by 
worrying them with lighter 
legislation .

We feel if 
the companies concerned 
with road transport could 
give & course not only on 
driving, but on citizenship 
and public duty, much could 
be uccomplished. There is 
much to be aid too fur 
more rest periods ond re- 
freshment during the day.

Retaliated

were not released in Belrut 
until this morning. 

The incident started when 
rival villagers across the valley 
fired in the air at a funeral, 
Arsal residents, thinking the 
fre was directed at them, 
opened up. 

Five gendarmes tried to In- 
4ervene jot caught in the 
crossfire, Oné was killed und 
two were wounded. They 
culled tor Army help.
